Henderson had kept his secret well, and 
not even Judge Ge^t. of the lioek Island 
district, knew of the favorab le report to 
b e made on Hennepin. ’ 
And then the 
reporter goes on to state how very much 
surprised the Chicago lob b y was to find 
an appropriation for Hennepin in the 
Hivcr and Harb or b ill. 
Mr 
Nelson, at 
Washington in the interest of the Chicago 
drainage, the dispatch says, “ was a good 
deal surprised when he heard that Hen 
nepin was to have half a million to start 
with. 
Afu r weighing the matter in his 
mind he concluded that this need m>i in­ 
terfere with tin waterway project.' 
Said 
he: “ 1 do not see why they won't b oth 
stand a ftitr show. 
Both are meritorious, 
and they don't conflict. 
There hits b een 
a great chauge in Congress on this sub ­ 
ject of waterways 
It used to he that the 
Southern memb ers would give us no aid 
whatever, b ut they have come to see 
wherein their interests are identical w ith 
ours, and they will support any reasona­ 
b le proposition. 
Of course 1 realize that 
it mav b e unfortunate for the Hennepin 
recommendation to b e made first, b ut 
when the difficulties under which we In 
b or in regard to the waterway are umli i 
stood 1 don’t think that will count against 
us." 


ENGLISH AND AM 
ERICAN ROADS. 


W hat 
E x pert orient 
IIm 
P roved — S om e 
O pinion* from 
R h od e Islan d . 
Experiment* on the am ount of tractive 
force required to move a load show that 
it will take eig ht horses to draw a truck 
and load weig hing 9,000 {» ounds on firm 
soil covered wuth gravel four to six 
inches d« *ep. 
On earth em oankm ent in 
good condition the work can lx* done by 
a force equaling two and one-half horses. 
On broken stone road in good condition 
the same load can be hauled by a force 
of one and one-quarter hors**« , and on the 
same road in trad condition, with ruts 
four to four and one-half inches deep 
and thick mud, five horses will he re­ 
quired. 
But on a good, dry pavement 
one good horse can move the same load 
all day. 
On the subject of good and bad roads 
the follow ing from the pen of the late 
Dr. J . G. Holland draws a comparison 
unfavorable to the ex isting road system 
in America: 
‘‘The point which I w ish to impress 
upon my American reader is sim ply this: 
that the Eng lish horse, em ployed in the 
streets of a city or on the roads of 
the 
country, does twice as much work as the 
American horse sim ilarly em ployed in 
America. 
This is the patent, undeniable 
fact. 
No man can fail to s<*e it who has 
his eyes about him. 
How does ho doit? 
W hy does he do if? These are most im ­ 
portant questions to an American. 
Is 
the English horse letter than the Am eri­ 
can horse? Not at all. Is he overworked? 
I have s« *en no evidence that he is. 
i 
have seen hut one lame horse in London. 
The simple explanation is that the E ng ­ 
lishman has invested m perfect and per­ 
manent roads what tin* American ex ­ 
pends in perishable horses that require 
to be fed. 
“ W e are using today in the little town 
of Springfield just tw ice as m any horses 
as would be necessary to do its business 
if the roads all over the town were as 
good as Main street is from Ferry to Cen­ 
tral. 
W e are supporting hundreds of 
horses to drag loads through holes that 
oug ht to Is* filled, over sand that should 
lie hardened, through mud that oug ht 
not to l>e permitted to ex ist. 
W e have 
the misery of 1»:m1 roads and are actually 
or practically called upon to pay a pre­ 
mium for them. 
It would be dem on­ 
strably cheaper to have good roads than 
jKxir ones. 
It is ko here. 
A road well 
built is easily kept in repair. 
A m ile of 
good macadamized road is more easily 
supported than a jxxir horse.” 
The ex pense of building good roads is 
an iuijKirtant item, and the m acadam is 
too ex pensive for country byw ays and 
crossroads, and, in fact, is only feasible 
where travel is ex tensive. 
Macadam 30 
feet wide and 9 inches thick in the cen­ 
ter requires 5,500 tons of broken stone to 
the mile. 
The cost of stone varies from 
70 cents to $ 3 a ton, and this would bring 
the cost of surface material up to $ 3,850 
to $ 11,000 a mile. 
A macadam road has 
recently been made near Philadelphia 
at an average of about $ 3,000 a m ile fur 
six miles, but there was a good founda­ 
tion to work on. 
A t Bridgeport, Conn., 
fort v miles of good macadam, 18 to 20 
feet wide, including grading, cost a trifle 
under $ 3,000 a mile. 
The committee on improvement of 
highways, Rhode I-land division of the 
League of American Wheelmen, recently 
received two important letters upon the 
sub ject of good and b ad r o ad s which are 
of general interest. Ex-Governor Henry 
Howard, of Rhode Islan 1, says: 
“ 1 am very glad to learn that there is 
some prospect of legislation in regard to 
our faulty highway system. 
V'- her. I re­ 
turned from my first and prolonged visit 
to Europe I could scarcely b elieve that 1 
had all my life b een familiar with such 
roads as met my eve on my return. 
In 
no part of my travels had I seen roads 
bo 
poor as is the rule in our country towns; 
and 1 had heeti in some out of the way 
places, too. 
We are more wasteful in 
this respect than in all other things put 
together. 
Comparing tin* rural sections 
of Europe with those of our country, 
there is no doub t, 1 think, b ut that a horse 
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riculturai communities that som * 
should he made in their care. 
“ At present in some parts of cur state 
there is tt gratinai shrinkage in the value 
of our farming properly, ow ing, in my 
opinion. b > the want of U tter highway 
communication. 
“ In my own town, Seituate, we have 
ab out seventy-two miles of highway, 
dix, led ititi» ab out sixty road districts, 
and in sonic of these districts, I tear, tin* 
road taxes have b een expended on the 
‘working out or standing out plan.’ Last 
spriug, at our annual town meeting, it 
was decided tí» make a chauge b y ap 
pointing road commissioners, the lium- 
1k r not to exceed three. 
This change 
takes etïect this coming spring, and 1 
hope that suitab le road machinery may 
b e supplied I hem, so that cur road taxes 
may b e iw d to U*tt« T advantage. 
As to 
the present condition of the roads in our 
state there cun b e b ut one opinion 
they 
need to b e improved; as to how it should 
he done I have no pians. 
It might b e 
w e l l for the legislature to appoint a c m 
mitten to take the matter into considera­ 
tion and recommend some law 
that 
hould 
he applicab le throughout the 
tale.”
